OUR ALL-TIME 


For the first time, an expert poll has identified the greatest 
players in Australian soccer history. 


Ray Baartz, the former Socceroo and 
Sydney Hakoah star, topped the poll, five 
points ahead of runner-up Atti Abonyi, 
who remains Australia’s all-time scorer 
in full international matches. 


But the placings among the top dozen 
or so are academic. It is more impor- 
tant that the poll has established a 
group of all-time stars who will for all 
time constitute an important part of 
soccer’s tradition in Australia. 

Alan Davidson of South Melbourne Hellas is 
the only player in the leading group of six who 
is still active. 

Baartz, who runs a sports store in Newcas- 
tle, was forced out of soccer at the age of 27 
by a blow struck by Uruguay’s Luis Garisto 
in an international match at the Sydney 
Cricket Ground on April 27, 1974. 

Garisto was sent off, Baartz was rushed to 
Royal North Shore Hospital where he lay, part- 


ly paralysed, an artery in his neck ruptured. 
The artery later haemorrhaged, causing inter- 
ference to the supply of blood to the brain. 

Baartz recovered, but was warned not to 
play again. ~ - 4 ; 

He ¢ried a comeback with Newcastle KB 
United some years later, but abandoned it 
quickly. 

The injury prevented him from going to 
West Germany with the Socceroos for the 1974 
World Cup finals. He had played an important 
part in the qualifying campaign and the then- 
coach, Rale Rasic, swears to this day Australia 
would have come-back with at least one finals 
victory had Baartz not been injured. 

Born on March 6, 1947, Baartz played as a 
youth with Adamstown Rosebud and spent two 
seasons aS an apprentice with Manchester 
United in the company of Nobby Stiles, Bobby 
Charlton, Denis Law etc. He joined Hakoah on 
his return and his left-foot shot was reputed to 
be the most powerful in the country.

Made international debut in 1984, but 
gets his chance only when Uruguay is unable 
to call on players abroad.

at $2.5 million 


THERE are no doubts that Enzo Frances- 
coli, the 23-year-old midfielder and first divi- 
sion top scorer, is Argentina’s top player and 


also South 
Uruguayan. 


Francescolt plays sor current Argen- 
tine first division leader, River Plate 
— it recently turned down a $1.4 mil- 
lion offer for him from Italy’s Lecce 
and valued him at $2.5 million — 
while he is also a regular in Uruguay's 
national team. 

Some people say that Francescoli 
could be one of the stars of the World 
Cup finals — his coach at River Plate, 
Hector Viera, among them — and 
Uruguay could also be one of the 
favourites. 

“IT only want my team to do well. If 
they don't, I will not have much of a 
chance to shine either.” says Frances- 
coli. “We have certainly drawn the 
toughest first round group with such 
good teams as West Germany. Den- 
raark and Scotland and a lot will de- 
pend on whether we start well.” 

But Francescoli feels sure the World 
Cup will stay in America this time. 

“The South American player has 
ability and creative spirit which can 
mark the difference anywhere in the 
world and I think the best soccer in the 


world is played in Argentina and Uru- 


guay which would be more apparent if 
these two countries had better socto- 
economic conditions.” 

Francescoli was bought by River 
Plate from modest Uruguayan club. 
Wanderers, for $400,000 in 1983 which 
was a lot of money for an Argentine 
club to pay out. 

It did not take Francescoli long to 
become the team's outstanding player 
— it now depends on him almost too

he says. is now... with River Plate 
top of the league and Uruguay quali- 
fied for the World Cup finals. 


What makes life difficult for him ts 
that while River Plate uses him as a 
midfielder-cum winger, with Uruguay 
he plays as a fourth half. He prefers 
the latter — although he manages to 
score plenty of goals from either posi- 
tion. partly from penalties (at which 
he is an expert) and headers when he 
often managed to lift his lanky frame 
head and shoulders above the opposi- 
tion. But it does take him time to 
adapt when he has to make the fre- 
quent changes from club to national 
team. 


The opinion, even in Uruguay, is 
that the national team's style is old 
fashioned and too static, that tts play- 
ers do not play close enough to each 
other and that they move the ball too 
slowly, being on the whole a slow 
team. 


Francescoli admits this, yet feels 
that Uruguay will stick to its classic 
style (4-4-2) for the World Cup, but 
that it will have to get into top physi- 
cal shape and speed up its game gener- 
ally to be able to face European teams 
on equal terms. On the other hand, 
Uruguay's usual style could be an ad- 
vantage in the humid heat and altt- 
tude of the Mexico finals.

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Did you know that Italian club Udinese 
has a fan club in Australia?

: Here, but for a handful of clubs where fans are sufficiently large 
in number and therefore powerful, it is largely the officials and 
politicians who rule. 

But that of course is the fault of the fans, or to be precise the 
absent fans, nobody else’s. 

I’m not sure just how active various groups of fans are in 
Australia, but we could do a lot worse than adopting a fan-club 
philosophy — a mechanism whereby the necessary takeover by 
young fans ageing fans could occur. 

Our ageing fans, our older migrants who follow soccer as a 
vestige of their childhood nourishment, do not need fan clubs.

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GAETANA SCIREA (Juventus): A sweeper who commenced his 
career as an inside forward, he joined Juventus from Atalanta 
Bergamo in 1974 and now is captain of the great Turin club. Italy’s 
best player during the 1978 World Cup finals and one of the best in 
1982, the 1981 Italian Footballer of the Year will be 33 on May 25 — 
six days before the finals commence, 

FULVIO COLLOVATI (Internazionale Milan): A solid centre half 
whe hit the headlines late last year when an eight months’ suspend- 
ed sentence was imposed upon him for breach of contract with his 
agent. He began career at AC Milan in 1975 and moved to Interna- 
zionale seven years later. 

SALVATORE BAGNI (Naples): A late developer, he is only now, 
at 29 years of age, establishing himself with Azzurri. This reliable 
linkman served Carpi, Perugia and Internazionale Milan, before 
teaming up with Maradona at Naples in 1984. 

BRUNO CONTI (Roma): Commenced career at Serie C club Anzio 
after being rejected by Roma and Juventus, but Roma realised its 
error and signed him in 1972, Spent two seasons on loan with Genoa. 
He proved himself a world class left winger during the 1982 Mun- 
dial, but is tipped to play a midfielder’s role in Mexico. 

MARCO TARDELLI (Internazionale Milan): Plagued by injuries 
during recent times, this vastly underrated defensive midfielder 
first represented Italy in 1976 and has had very few poor games in 
the interim. He moved to Internazionale last June after 10 glory- 
filled seasons with Juventus. Earlier, the Italian captain had worn 
the colors of Pisa and Como. 

ANTONIO DI GENNARO (Verona): Widely regarded as the natu- 
ral successor to Marco Tardelli until suffering a severe injury in 
January, but expected to be fully fit by the time the finals com- 
mence. A key figure in Verona’s 1984-85 Italian League triumph, he 
previously served Fiorentina and Perugia. 

FRANCO BARESI (AC Milan): The younger brother of Interna- 
zionale Milan’s Giuseppe Baresi he can play as linkman or libero. 
Joined AC Milan, his only senior club, in 1976 when 16. 

CARLO ANCELOTTI (Roma): A midfielder who has been in tre- 
mendous form for Roma throughout the 1985-86 season. He spent 
three years with Parma of Serie C before moving to Rome in 1979. 
Will be 27 on June 10 — the day Italy meets South Korea in Puebla. 

GLANCULLA VIALLI (Sampdoria): Star of the successful Italian 
under-21 selection, he is a goalscoring winger who probably will be 
called upon to play in Mexico if Bruno Conti is preferred in mid- 
field. Joined Sampdoria from home town club Cremonense in 1984 
and has only two seasons of Serie A experience. 


PAULO ROSSI (Torino): The hero of 1982, joining the Italian 
squad immediately after a suspension for an alleged bribery of- 
fence was lifted and becoming the finals’ leading goalscorer. Dur- 
ing the same year, the European and world Footballer of the Year 
titles were won by this quicksilver striker. Form since then has 
been patchy, particularly since his $1,900,000 transfer from Juven- 
tus last year, and continuing problems with a left knee from which 
three cartilages have been removed also casts a cloud over his 
future. But omission from the party travelling to Mexico would 
have undoubtably provoked riots throughout Italy! He has also 
served Como, Vincenza and Perugia. 


ALLESANDRO ALTOBELLI (Internazionale Milan): Another to 





C club Latina, then moved to Brescia (Serie B), before graduating to 
Internazionale in 1977. An excelient creator of goals, but the inabil- 
ity to score regularly has prevented him from joining the top draw- 
er of international strikers. 

ALDO SERENA (Juventus): Striker who replaced Paulo Rossi at 


Juventus and now threatens to take permanent possession of his- 


Azzurri jersey. He joined Juventus for $1,000,000 from Internazion- 
ale Milan last year, but had spent the entire 1984-85 season on loan 
to Torino. Also has worn the colors of home-town club Montebel- 
luna, Internazionale Milan, Como, Bari and AC Milan. Will be 26 on 
June 25 — when the World Cup semi-finals are to be played. 

GIUSEPPE GALDERESI (Verona): A member of Italy’s team 
which played in Australia during the 1981 Coca-Cola Cup finals, but 
discarded by Juventus two years later. Subsequently proved him- 
self such a deadly striker for Verona that he now is known through- 
out Italy as “Goalderesi“. Has yet to reproduce club form for Italy. 

SEBASTIANO NELA (Roma): Solid defender, who came to the 
fore with Roma’s team which reached the European Champions’ 
Cup Final of 1984, the year he established himself in Italy’s squad. 
Out of favor over the past couple of years, however performances 
during the 1985-86 Italian League campaign won him a place in the 
party for Mexico. Formerly with Genoa. 

FERNANDO DE NAPOLI (Avellino): Midfield star of the Italian 
side which just has reached the European under-21 Championship 
Final. Locally born, he joined Avellino in 1981 and spent a season on 
toan to Serie C club Rimini, before making his Serie A debut in 1983. 

ENZO BEARZOT (Coach): An old fashioned wing half with Inter- 
nazionale Milan and Torino, whose international career was re- 
stricted to one appearance — a 2-0 loss at the hands of Puskas’ 
Hungary in 1955. After commencing coaching in 1963, he only was 
entrusted with. minor clubs, therefore his appointment to assist 
Fulvio Bernardini to rebuild the Italian national team in 1975 was a 
major surprise. Took sole charge of Azzurri two years later and 
gradually began to restore Italian pride — which reached its zenith 
in 1982.

Italian soccer faces a major scandal for 
the second time in a decade as police probe 


allegations that players and officials took 


bribes to fix 80 matches over the past year. 


50 players from the top three 
divisions have been accused by 
one suspect under questioning 
and federation officials have 
warned they will rewrite the 
league standings if his accusa- 
tions prove true. 

The scandal involves alle- 
gations that an illegal betting 
ring paid players and offi- 
cials to influence match 
results. 

For Italians, the accusations 
bear an all-too-familiar ring. 

Six years ago some of the 
country’s top players were sus- 
pended for their part in a simi- 
lar, wide-reaching racket. 

The latest scandal, dubbed 
“Totonero” (Black Lottery) by 
the press, came to light when 
the Turin drugs squad tapped 
telephone conversations they 
believed would supply evi- 
dence on a narcotics ring. 

Instead, they recorded 290 
reels of tape which magistrates 
say provide proof of systematic 
rigging of matches over the 
last year to benefit members of 
an underground gambling 
organisation. 

One conversation accurate- 
ly predicted a 1-1 draw be- 
tween Napoli and Udinese in 
the First Division, and even 
discussed the planned provo- 


sion of the Naples team’s 
Argentine star Diego Mara- 
dona, sources close to the in- 
vestigation said.
